The  Electric  Railway. 

The  Orange  Mall  -ays  that  the  Sud- 
■ess  of  the  electric  railroad  between  New¬ 
ark  and  Bloomfield,  now  nearly  complet¬ 
ed,  will  afford  much  pleasure  to  residents 
of  the  Oranges,  in  as  much  as  a  satisfact¬ 
ory  result  would  doubtless  be  followed  at 
the  earliest  practical  time  by  a  similar 
road  between  Orange  and  Newark.  Trigl 
trips  were  made  on  the  Bloomfield  anil 
Newark  road  last  week.  The  most  san¬ 
guine  supporters  of  the  Daft  electric  sys¬ 
tem  arc  more  than  pleased  with  the  re¬ 
sults  thus  fur  accomplished.  The  dis¬ 
tance  between  the  stables  and  the  ter¬ 
minus  at  Liberty  street  is  two  and  thres- 
inarter  miles  ami  the  Superintendent. 
I -inis  that  the  ground  can  beNcovered  ip 
less  than  thirteen  minutes.  In  order  tb 
make  this  time,  however,  the  tracks  Will 
have  to. bo  relaid.  At  present  they  art*
